Introduced by Mr. Moore, 
president of the Lake County Fariliora 
Institute board, and gave a most In- 
teresting talk on "Better Health for 
Greater Emclency." to an audience of 
167. 

At noon a regular plate dinner was 
served to over CO people. Mlas Tlf- 
fany and tho home economics classes 
and others who asalated her In get- 
ting tbe meal are to bo congratulated 
for tho aplondld meal and service. 

During tho noon hour Dr. Wilson 
Judged the women's exhibits and Prof. 
Graber tho farmers' display. Both dis- 
plays were large, and many expressed 
that they didn't know that Antloch 
farmers could raise such crops as 
were exhibited. Tho alfalfa, oat and 
potato exhibits were very large. The 
cake exhibit was well represented. 
Ninety exhibits in all wore entered. 
In tho afternoon Dr. Wilson spoke 
to an audience of 133 women on the 
subject of rural women's organiza- 
tions. More women wer© In attend- 
ance than men In tho afternoon. One 
hundred and nine men heard Prof. 
Graber give a very enthusiastic talk 
on "Alfalfa and Its Good Qualltlos." 
Prof. Graber la one of the best insti- 
tute workers on tho force anil perhaps 
the moat forceful In his discussion. He 
was Introduced by C. h. Kutll of tho 
local high aehool, who Is a former pu- 
pil of Prof. Graber.

people. In fact, I believe that such 
Indifference does not exist. The na- 
tion la observing with deep Interest 
tho progress of events abroad and has 
given many evidences of a readiness 
to aid in restoring normal conditions 
there whenever It Is seen that a suit- 
able opportunity la afforded. 

Our people have naturally been re- 
luctant to act whilo the European na- 
tions stm tail to dlBplay the will to 
accept the only terms on which re- 
habilitation li pOB&lble. and to aban- 
don their mutual hatrodg and dls- 
trusts, their persistence In prepara- 
-tlon for further warfare, and their 
destructive political and Hnanclal 
policies. Such policies have so weak- 
ened the credit ot somo of the con- 
tinental nations that the task of aid- 
ing them aeems futile until It Is clear 
that these policies are discredited and 
disowned by them. 

Although It seems clear from the 
record ot recent years that America, 
more perhaps than any other country, 
has bean and will continue to be able 
to adjust itself without serious dis- 
aster to the conditions created by 
European depression, and has In Its 
own vast domestic market and In 
other non-European markets an out- 
let for Its products adequate to main- 
tain a fair degree of national pros- 
perity, the fact remains that It is very 
detlnitely to the selfish Interests ot 
the United States to have Great Brit- 
ain and the European continental 
countries regain their normal pros- 
perity at the earliest possible date. 
They normally absorbed between 60 
and 70 per cent of American eiporls. 
but recently have been taking leas 
than 50 per cenL 

Moreover, the rich contribution 
which Europe has made In the past 
to the upbuilding of other parts ot 
tho world, Including the United 
States, would seem to create a genu- 
ine obligation upon other countries 
to come to Its aid In tho present pe

There 
has been a vast amount of induce- 
ment talk of placing Charles Sibley In 
the prealdency capacity, Mr. Sibley 
has proved himaelf as a member of 
the milk board to be one of the atrong 
men at headquartcra, and hua time and 
ngnln dominated the situation In re- 
gard to milk price. 

Win Woodlu of Area la another 
strong nmn. While Mr. Woodlu Was 
at one time favorable to the Market- 
ing Co.,lt was through hia loyalty to 
farm bureau work. Ho has held the 
office of secretarj* to the Lake County 
Milk Producers' aasoclatlon, and ogaln 
was re-elected this year. 

Mr. Woodin Is noted for his ability 
to stand on his own feet and of say- 
Ing>lu8t what ho thinks. 

His election to the presidency of 
the Lake County Fair association two 
years ago was undoubtedly the only 
thing that saved that organization 
frqm gging out of bualnesa.

He wanted to 
keep people from dlacusslng tho liq- 
uor Issue. 

There was some point In tho wit of 
an entertainer we heard recently over 
the radio, who was telling about"tl)at 
fine bunch of fellows wo have down 
In the House of Mlarepreaentatlvea - 
tho flneat men that money could buy." 
We have a right to expect more than 
negative virtue of our representatives 
— that they keep from committing 
some common crime or misdemeanor. 
We have a right to demand that they 
lead— not obstruct. Wo expect there 
are men In Vermont and Missouri and 
other states who can not see across 
tho state lines, but they ought to be 
compelled to stay at home. 

We can well remember when these 
men were asking tho youth of Ameri- 
ca to give their all to make the world 
safe for democracy. Wo tried their 
remedy and it failed. It Is their turn 
now, and they aeora Intereated only 
in making America safe for politi- 
cians. America has as much responal- 
hlllty toward the world now as It had 
In 1917. It Is high time that aomo peo- 
ple realize that If the whole world Is 
not soon made safe for every one, 
America may not bo safe oven for 
polltlclana. 



Recommend 
Testing of 

Red Clover 
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ii Methodist Episcopal 
Church News 



Much of the present difficulty ex- 
perienced in getting a good stand of 
red clover may he overcome simply 
by tiio use of seed of good quality and 
germination, says the United States 
Department of Agriculture. A bright 
fresji-looklng lot of red-clover seed 
will usually gennlnate pretty well, hut 
It Is so easy to test the germination 
In advance that there is little excuse 
for sowing poor seed. i 

If 100 or 200 average seeds are ! 
counted out and laid on a plate be-' 
tween pieces of moist cloth or blot- i 
ting paper and the plate set away In, 
a room where the temperature la 65 
to 80 degrees F„ the seeds will be- 
gin to sprout in three or four days, 
and in a week the value of the seed j 
80 far as germination Is concerned 
can be definitely determined. The ger- 
mination of clover seed, even when 
the sample Is good, will depend some- 
what on the number of hard seeds 
present. A sample of good seed should 
test something like 90 percent, with 
at least several of the remaining 
seeds hard at tho close of tho 10-day 
test period. 

However, even if the germination of 
seed is good great -care should he 
taken to find out if possible where 
the seed was grown, since the work 
of the.dcpartmont has also shown that 
red clover grown In Italy Is not adapt- 
ed to most of the United States and 
should not be used In the eastern 
United States. Tiie only way to pre- 
vent getting Italian seed Is to buy 
from a reliable firm or organization 
and to Insist that you do not want 
Italian seed.

METHODS NOW DEVISED FOR 

DETECTING RENEWED EGGS 

A new deception practiced on tho 
consumers of eggs Is now attracting 
considerable interest from the United 
States department of agriculture, 
which, by the authority of the food 
and drugs act, Insists that the product 
of the hen when sold as fresh must 
be fresh and not merely look the part 
if it is to enter into Interstate com- 
merce. Large quantles of eggs are 
now preserved by first dipping In hot 
oil to seal the pores In the shells and 
are then Immediately placed in cold 
storage. There Is no objection to the 
practice, but recently It has been 
found that a number of egg concerns 
have been treating these eggs on re- 
moval from storage so as to give them 
tho appearance of having been laid 
lately, 

Tho treatment to remove the toll- 
tale oil gloss consists In "manicuring" 
the shells with a blast of fine sand 
or in treating them with a bath In an 
alkali solution, after which they are 
dried and rubbed with French chalk 
or talc. 

* Chemists of the department have de- 
vised a method for detecting eggs 
which have been treated with oil and 

then subjected to; the restoration

At the farmers' institute that Is to 
be held at the high school Feb. 12 
and 13 much time Is to be spent by 
the lecturers on farm products. Al- 
falfa is to be the subject of se eril 
talks and the use of lime In Its 
growth. The November and December 
state institute reports show moat er- 
couraglng results and deep interest 
on the part of the farmers in the lime 
and alfalfa movement. Six institutes 
In Clark and Eau Claire countloa av- 
erages around 30 acres of alfalfa seed- 
ings with four to five cars of lime ar.l 
enough alfalfa seed to complete the 
sowings. Six institutes in Burnett 
I county in one aeries averaged 270 lbs. 
of alfalfa seed and 110 tons of lime. 
In a aeries of four Inaiitutes in Mara- 
thon county tho average was 380 lbs. 
of alfalfa seed and i;U tons of lime. 
In a aeries of six InHtltute in Wood 
county the average was 270 lbs. of 
alfalfa seed and 100 tons of lime, most- 
ly lime sludge from a nearby paper 
mill, Reports from another series of 
nine institute meetings In Burnett, 
Polk and Washburn counties are to 
the effect that as a result of these 



meetings at least 1500 acres more of 
alfalfa will be grown by those who 
attend. 

Already between 400 and BOO fann- 
ers In Clark county are signed up to 
put In trial plots of alfalfa next 
spring and the goal of a thousand dis- 
tinct alfalfa trials has been set for, 
this county. At tho Institute at Men- 
onionee and Dun counties tho farmers 
Higned for 1700 lbs. of Grimm alfalfa 
seed and over nine cars of lime. 

Last year at the Institute at Moal- 
nee, Marathon county, tho attention 
was brought to the lime sludge at tho 
paper mills. A recent report made by 
tho paper mill management la to tho 
effect that nearby farmers have drawn 
away 400 wagon loads of tho sludge 
and that 41 carloads have been or- 
dered by more distant farmers, 19 of 
which cars havo already been deliv- 
ered. This Institute had the active 
follow up of tho county agent and 
shows what an institute and a county 
agent can do. 

This Is an Indication of tho manner 
in which framors are going to try to, 
got away fro mtimothy hay, the 
universal dairy farm disease In Wis- 
consin. Like opportunities will he of- 
fered at all Institute In January, Fob- 
ruarj* and March. All should remem- 
ber that for every pound of alfalfa!
